Th e City Marsh al Fired It and th e 
Co ro ner AS Ju ry Said Ju sti­ 
fiable Ho micide. 


J. L. Stewart, wh o arriv ed at 
Co le Camp y esterday afterno o n 
u nder th e inllu ence o f liqu o r and 
gav e th e name o f Ro binso n, was 
sh o t and killed th ere at 8 o ’clo ck 
th is mo rning by City Marsh al A 
1 
Tu cker, 
Stewart reach ed Co le Camp be­ 
tween 4 and 5 o ’clo ck, driv ing a 
h o rse and mu le to a bu ggy . 
Du r­ 
ing th e ev ening h e drank to ex cess, 
and in co nsequ ence h e h ad two o r 
th ree qu arrels, du ring th e co u rse 
o f wh ich h e pu lled a rev o lv er and 
th reatened to u se it. 
No t u ntil th is mo rning, h o wev er, 
was th ere any serio u s tro u ble. 
On 
^arising, Stewart again began drink­ 
ing and was so o n in a qu arrelso me 
mo o d. 
D. A. Tu cker, better kno wn as 
A1 Tu cker, a man pro bably 5^ 
y ears o ld and dead game, was 
su mmo ned and requ ested to take 
Stewart in cu sto dy . 
Tu cker called u po n th e stranger 
to su rrender, 
bu t 
h e 
refu sed. 
“ Th ro w u p y o u r 
h ands,” 
de­ 
manded Tu cker. 
Instead, Stewart 
drew h is rev o lv er, bu t befo re h e 
co u ld u se it Tu cker fired, a bu llet 
fro m a 45 -caIibre rev o lv er striking 
Stewart in th e righ t breast. 
He 
sank to th e gro u nd and ex pired 
with o u t u ttering a wo rd. 
Tu cker su rrendered, bu t was re­ 
leased wh en th e co ro ner’s ju ry 
ty ro u gh t in a v erdict o f ju stifiable 
h o micide. 
A search amo ng th e dead man’s 
effects rev ealed th at h is name was 
Stewart and no t Ro binso n, by 
wh ich h e h ad 
prev io u sly 
been 
kno wn. 
He h ad o n 
perso n o nly $1.22 
in cash , bu t -ad ch ecks o n th e 
Bu nceto n bank and o th er papers 
th at may pro v e v alu able. 
Stewart was attired in a ch eap 
su it o f clo th ing, bu t h ad sev eral 
better garments in a v alise in h is 
bu ggy .

Illino is, bu t fo r sev en y ears h as 
liv ed in th is co u nty , sev en miles 
west o f Bu nceto n. 
“ He was abo u t 35 y ears o ld, a 
bach elo r, liv ed alo ne, and was 
kno wn as a h ard drinker. 
His 
mo th er, a wido w, is wealth y and 
liv es in St. Lo u is.

“ Stewart left th e h o me o f Ro h ­ 
nert Salmo n, th ree and o ne-h alf 
miles no rth o f 
Sy racu se, at 8 
¡o ’clo ck Su nday nigh t, driv ing a 
h o rse and mu le to a bu ggy and was 
h eaded to ward St. Lo u is.” 


City Marsh al Tu cker, wh o did 
th e sh o o ting, is kno wn perso nally 
to many Sedalians. 
He is abo u t 
c;o y ears o f age, and was nev er 
kno wn to flinch h is du ty .no matter 
th e danger th at attach ed th ereto . 
So me twenty y ears ago Tu cker 
was sh o t in th e breast by Jim 
Leffler, no w a well kno wn Sedalia 
railro ad man. 
Mrs. Tu cker h ad 
separated fro m h er h u sband and 


Lu ciu s E. Hindman, u nder in­ 
dictment fo r mu rder in th e first 
degree fo r th e killing o f Oscar 
Strand, a Misso u ri Pacific engineer 
o f Pu eblo , Co l,, in th is city o n 
Febru ary 5 , last, and wh o was o u t 
o n a bo nd o f $7 ,5 00, was to day 
su rrendered to Sh eriff Williams by 
h is bo ndsman, Jo h n G. Rissler, a 
wealth y farmer, and th e accu sed 
was again co mmitted to jail. 
Mr. Rissler stated th at h e h ad 
no fear o f Hindman leav ing th e 
city , bu t h is family o bjected to h is 
remaining o n th e bo nd,and^in co m­ 
pliance with th eir wish es h e with ­ 
drew.

Gasselin, a banker, of Nantes.

latter accepted the duty and entered 
into full possession of the money when 
the testator died. 
Ills instructions 
were to use the millions in whatever 
way he thought would be most bene­ 
ficial to the departcmnt and the coun­ 
try at large. 
T h e banker assembled 
his numerous children and told them 
they need not expect a centime of the 
money, which was to be spent in ac­ 
cordance with the wishes of M . D o­ 
bree, who had left it without any 
legal and written conditions as to its 
use. 
T h e money is now being applied 
to the organization of a school of na­ 
tional and colonial horticulture near 
Nantes, in a chateau and grounds pur­ 
chased from the Comtes de Lauriston, 
descendants from the famous finan­ 
cier Law.

champio n, in high social circles, of the 
alliance pro ject. 
There* are Ameri­ 
can men in England who try to fo rget 
their natio nality, and o thers who 
speak co ntemptuo usly of the land of 
their birth and source of their wealth, 
but this* is no t the case with any Amer­ 
ican wo men in England who m I have 
met o r heard of. They are of the same 
stock as the earnest wo men of the co n­ 
federacy, who are o ften credited with 
having lo ng delayed the close of the 
civil war after so uthern success was1 
seen to be o ut of the questio n. 
It has no t been a difficult matter 
fo r these ladies* to pro mo te a desire fo r 
co rdial relatio ns with us. Two years 
ago I learned fro m a high source that 
the go vernment at that time had long 
cherished this desire, and that dur­ 
ing all that time the heir-apparent— 
reflecting this wish—had set an ex­ 
ample to the aristo cracy by the per­ 
sistence with which he cultivated the 
acquaintance of influential Americans 
and the unusual warmth of his man­ 
ner to wards them.

Barr, the no velist, no w living in Eng­ 
land, o nce appro ached the subject of 
the blood ties* between the two peo ­ 
ples by offering to lay me a wager that 
if I would step off* a train anywhere in 
England, and at any three doors who se 
bells 1 chose» to ring, would ask the 
questio n: “Have yo u any relative in 
America?” two replies* o ut of three 
wo uld he: “Yes.”—Julian Ralph, in 
1 iarper s Magazine.
